Coyle, traffic manager’ of the league, 
was invited to go to Washington and 
lay before the Rivers and Harbors 
Committee facts showing the necessity 
of improving the western water high- 
wav. 

When they got there they were curt- 
ly informed by Chairman Burton of the 
committee that it was too late to hear 
their arguments, and that pea” ! would 
be allotted but ten minutes. hey re- 
fused this scant courtesy, having spent 
@ great deal of time and work prepar- 
ing statistics relative to tonnage and 
the development of western. business 
and traveled a thousand miles to ap- 

* before the committee. 

ithey knew that Chairman Burton, 
who is a Congressman from Cleveland, 
was hostile to the project, but they at 

, expected a _ respectful hearing.

I am informed by 
a mechanic who understands such 
things and has seen broken tanks that 
have survived their usefulness, that 
these tanks have partitions jn them, 
and that the only thing that prevents 
the mixture of coal oil and gasoline is 
a thin partition of metal. Anyone who 
has had experience with gasoline knows 
that it rots metals away. When a tank 
gets old, there is a constant danger that 
the partition will become so rotten that 
the two oils will mix, in which case, in- 
Stead of buying coal oil that is safe, you 
will buy a mixture that may explode. 
Such tanks should be prohibited. Gaso- 
line should be sold in special tanks, 
painted red and labeled as you suggest.
